When the college was first opened the 
mamber of boys who presented themsalves for 
enrolment was nearly 150, and this has since 
heen uugmented to about.300, the daily atten- 
dance of regular students averaging 25)—-On 
dit, in addition to the tuition of the French 
and English: langnages. it is in contemplation 
to incorporate the teuching of the Russiap, 
German and Japanese lunguages. In the 
recent examinations, most of the boys acquitted 
themselves very eredilably.—The next term 
begins on the Jat September. To Monsgt. 
Morel, to whose initiative and untiring efforts 
dhe existence of the college is due, a word 
of praisa is well deserved, and His Lordship as 
well as the teachers in general must be pleased 
with the good result of their work. 

BCARCITY OF EUROPEAN. HOUSES. 

-The Huropean population in this city is 
steadily increasing, partly on account of the 
establishment of the Canton-Hankow Railway, 
and partly due to the advancement of trade, but 
the supply of snitable dwellings does not keep 
pace with the demand. The searcity of foreign 
tenements is alresdy keenly felt in Shumeen, 
where thero is no land available for now 
erections. ‘There are some good vacant grounds 
in Honam and Fati, and some at Pong -Tsuin 
in front of Shameen (the residential quarters of 
many wealthy natives who have recently return- 
ed from Australia, America and the Philippines, 
and who are carrying on their business on 
the spot). It requires only u move on tho 
part of some enterprising land investors 
and capitalists for the acquisition of these 
grounds. Residences built thereon should yield a 
good profit.

TRAFFIC IN THE RIVER.

The next two 
things he had to prove was that defendant actal 
maliciously and that he acted without reasonable 
and proper cunse, There was total absence 
of reasonable and proper cause for defendant 
acting in the mamer he dia, After a faw 
days’ acquaintance the! defendant charged the 
plaintiff with stealing his watch and chain, 
and his Lordship was sutisfied that there 
was uo reasonable and proper couse for 
the prosecution.
